SYNOPSIS OF TACTS; Victim received letter postmarked NY, NY, 10/0/53 

addressed to him c/o Westchester Racing 
Association, 250 Park Avenue, NY, NY. The letter 
threatens bodily harm or death if victim does not advise 
subject when former's horses run to win in order that subject 
can recoup losses of $31,000. A0SA HOLLO, SONY advised 
that letter constitutes a definite threat to victim and 
he would consider prosecution of subject if identified* Only 
suspect victim could furnish was individual who sent him 
>£rank letters. This individual identified as JOHN JAMES 
/wOLLOY. who is presently incarcerated at State Hospital, 

Howard, Rhode__1aland. Hand printing on letter checked through 

anonymous letter file with negative results. Latent finger¬ 
prints developed on letter. 


DETAILS ». This report predicated upon a letter dated 

October 14# 1955 from the Thoroughbred Racing 
A Protective Bureau, Inc,, advising that ALFRED 0. 

VANDERBILT had received a threatening letter and enclosing , 
same*' This letter was delivered by. a messenger* 

At the time that the letter wae delivered‘Hr* 
EDWARD COFFEY acting for SPENCER J. DRAYTON requested that the 
New York Police Department not be notified at this time 
concerning the necessity of taking precautions at Jamaica

requested the delay In order that he would have an opportunity 
to advise the victim* 

On October 15, 1953 Mr* COFFEY advised Assistant 
Special Agent in Charge HOWARD J, MC CASE that he had contacted 
Mr. VANDERBILT and the New York City Police Department could 
be notified* 

The letter was contained in an envelope addressed 
to Hr, ALFRED G. VANDERBILT, c/o Westchester Racing Association, 
250 Park Avenue, New York 17, New York. The address of 250 
Park Avenue was crossed out. The forwarding address of 
Westchester Racing Association, Post Office Box 21, Elraont, 

New York was then placed on the letter* The envelope contains no 
return address. It is postmarked New York 7# New York, 

October 6, 1953 at 8:30 P.M. The letter received by Mr* 
VANDERBILT in this envelope is as follows: 

"To Mr. ALFRED 0. VANDERBILT. 

"Sir; 

"As there are no alible for failure, no pardon for ignorance, 
and no explanations for success: 

I wil eliminate all the preliminary explanation, and came 
right up to the point and inform you that you sir, have 
been chosen to assist me in a plan by which to recoup $ 31*000 
which I (like a fool) lost at the race track. 

"I oleo have a plan to attack and inflict widespread 
distinction and death at the race track 

The victims of such an attack.of couse will be the occupants 
of the adrainietration building, the public at large,*the 
jockeys, and eve the innocent horses, wile they are in 
the ppossaas of racing. 

And howl Am I. to. euccide in carrying out such a fantastic 
plan to a conclusion? You may ask* 

"Sir; it'is hot hard for an ordnance officer in the TJ. S. 

Army to put a mortar and it»s appropriate shells (50 of them) 
in the trunk coraparment of his car, etc.

"For istance if you enter one of your horses in the third 
race of tomorrow with definite purpose to win the race (not 
airing) you merely put an ad in the classified ad's page of 
the N.Y. JOURNAL AKSRICAN-which ad will be under the 
classification of SCURRUSCU such as follows, 

"Scurruscu I see you tomorrow at 3* O'clock. 

"If you have two (2) horaec going out for a win at the same 
day one of which is entered in the third race and the 
other in the fifth race, the ad will read, thus, 

"Scurruscu I see you tomorrow eather at 3s or at 5t O’clock. 

n If you have three horses going out for a win at the same 
day one of which will compete In the aeeond-fourth-and seventh 
races respectively then the ad will read in the following 
manner. ' , , ‘ • 

"Scurruscu see me tomorrow eather ; at 2: or at -4: 0*clocks v v ?

"When the time camea that X will have my $31*000 in my poss¬ 
esion I shall then, sent you onothe letter in which I will 
inform you to the where obouth of my miniature arsenal 
so you may dispose of as you please sir.

As of that date Mr. VANDERBILT’a horses were racing at 
Jamaica Race Track but were stabled at Belmont Park. 

Mr. VANDERBILT stated he opened the letter* und 
rend it. A fter reading it he turned it over to| ]

Detective Bureau, Inc, Mr. VANDERBILT did not know who 
mi ght have handled the letter and envelope after he gave it 
to f ~ He did not know who han dled the envelope 

berore it was opened by himself other than I I 

Mr. VANDERBILT informed that the hand printing 
was not familiar to him and that he had no suspects whatsoever 
He knew of no disgruntled employees. He has had no trouble 
with anyone and knew of no veteran who might have been & 
former array officer who had sustained any big losses by 
wagering on horse races. Mr. VANDERBILT characterized the 
letter as a crank letter in all probability. His first 
impulse had been to tear it up. He did not give any 
consideration to complying with the demands set out in the 
letter that he place an advertisement in the New York Journal 
American. 

Mr. VANDERBILT pointed out the incorreot and 
poor spelling although noting that v the writer claimed to 
be a former Army officer* He stated that the. writer 
probably was not familiar with raoing procedures. In Hr* 
VANDERBILT'S opinion the writer ia not'an employee of any 
of the race tracks nor a former employee. Hie opinion la 
based upon the fact that the writer-indicate & & belief that 
Mr* VANDERBILT is'able to predict when his horses.will win * 
which is definitely untrue. Hr. VANDERBILT explained that 
entries for a race must be submitted prior to 10:30 A.M. 
on the day before the race. At the time the entry Is subr 
mitted no one knows the numerical order of the races to* 
be run*. After all the entries are in the track authorities 
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arrange the order of the races from the standpint of 
endeavoring, to provide the beet public attraction* Hr. 

VAKD&KBILT informed that it would be possible to know the 
number of the race if necessary by contacting the authorities 
who as a favor to him would be able to tell him the order 
of the races, probably about 11;00 A.M. on the day before 
the race. Ordinarily this is not done. He advised that he 
would be willing to place an advertisement in the Hew York 
Journal American as directed in the letter if it would be 
of investigative assistance. Mr* VANDERBILT was reluctant 
to place such an ad unless it was absolutely necessary* ■* 

He explained that the very fact that he had : 

put an ad in the paper could be construed as an admission 
that he actually can predict when his horses can win. If f 

such a horse would win it would only strengthen the insinuation, 
that he does not always try to have his horses win. He 
emphasized the fact that all his horses try to win. He also 
pointed out that the ad would be particularly embarrassing 
in the event of any newspaper publicity or even if the 
information was made public by the subject among race track 
followers and associates. 

Mr. VANDERBILT reitereated that he places no 
credence in the letter that is he does not believe the writer 
has any Intention of carrying out the threat. He believes 
a crack-pot wrote the letter which Is indicated by the 
rambling nature, text and fact contained in the letter#' 

He also added that it is Jnconceiveable that anyone could-' 
expect to recover #31,COO by betting on tips placed in 
newspapers. / J 

Hr. VANDERBILT promised to immediately notify I 
the New York office if additional letters or other types V 

of communications were received by him. 

The only other past circumstance of a similar 
nature that he could recall was a aeries of crack-pot letters « 
received by him from an Individual whose name he did not j 

know and who is believed to have been subsequently arrest and j

He stated that the writer could not be any of 
Mr. VANDERBILT’S employees or any of the track employees 
because they would know the e ritrf a a a nd wo uld not have to 
depend upon the newspapers. I U nformed that * 

Judging from the contents of the latter that the writer 
was not familiar with racing and in particular was not 
familiar with the VANDERBILT stables. He advised that 
the VANDERBILT stable is not a "betting stable." He also 
pointed out that any one familiar with racing would know 
that the VANDERBILT horses are stabled at Belmont Park / 
Race Track and would be familiar with the address and 
location of the track. j 

I I explained that Mr. VANDERBILT was j 

formerly President of the Westchester Raoing Association. * 
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The address appearing on the envelope gives the impression 
that the writer obtained it from a Manhattan telephone 
directory * 

I I ad vised that all entries are 

entered to run and do their best* On a particular day they 
might have one winner and the other horses entered would 
finish out of the money, nn other day* there might be 
more than one winner* I I cannot predict with any 

accuracy the winners or any particular race* He did point 
out as a possible exception Native Dancer which has been 
unusually successful** 

I I pointed out that the writer of the 

letter might be famili ar with horse racing from the standpoint 
of a handbook bettor. I I stated It would be possible 

to know by 11:30 A.M. on the day before a race the order of 
the races* He volunteered the opinion that he did not think 
that that would be sufficiently early enough to place an 
advertisement in a newspaper for publishing that day although 
he felt It could be Inserted for the early editions on that 
day of the race* 

I l advlsed that the word "scurruscu” 

did not have any significance to him nor did he know of 
anyone with such a nickname* He advised that Mr* VAND3RBILT 
Is leaving for Europe about the first of November* In the 
event that any similar-type letters are received he will 
immediately forward them to the New York office. He stated 
he would also be alert; for a possible telephone contact from 
the anonymous writer* He added that the closing of the 
Jamaica Race Track will see Mr* VANDERBILT 1 a horses running 
in California.

Five latent fingerprints were developed 
on the envelope and»2 latent fingerprints were developed 
on the second page of the letter and 1 latent fingerprint 
on the first page.

Laboratory advised that a positive conclusion could not ,
